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Trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District got their first look at 
1976-77 budget figures Monday 
night with a projected income of 
$23,713.397. A first estimate from 
staff, the figure is more than two 
million higher than last year. 

Expenditures in the first estimate 
are anticipated around $23 million, 
(more exactly $22,913,742) with a 
balance outstanding of $1,099,193.

The difference in the figures is 
accounted for by a July 1 beginning 
balance of $672,144 and a reserve 
fund for special projects not 
approved of $372,606. 

Of the more than $23 million 
anticipated, over $19 million is 
expected to be budgeted for salaries 
and employee fringe benefits. These 
numbers break down to certificated 
salaries, $13,536,892; classified 


salaries, $3,487,021 and fringe 
benefits of more than two million 
dollars at $2,194,965. 

Other costs anticipated are 
$1,285,278 for contract services; 
$447,937 for capital outlay and 
miscellaneous, $484,020. 

Income is estimated at $89,394 
from special federal and state 
resources; $9,804,485 as the 
principal state apportionment (sug- 


gesting an average daily attendance 
of around 19,000 students for the 
district); $151,940 of special purpose 
apportionment from the state and 
$327,572 in special allowances. 

Income from the county is 
predicted at $70,000 and local 
income from the property tax at 
$13,270,006.

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Bradford House Revisited 


Confusion as to the meaning of the 
wording on the ballot concerning the 
Bradford House, was expressed by a 
group of citizens interested in saving 
the house, at a meeting Sunday 
afternoon. 

The Open House was held inside 
the historic building on Palm Drive. 

Protagonists for saving the 
structure expressed the belief that 
the building should be spared if only 
as a standing monument, with the 
possibility then of restoring and 
finding a viable use for the building 
over a longer period of time.

John O. Tynes, Superintendent of 
Schools for PUSD added that he now 
has no plans to submit the 
contemplated change to the board, 
therefore tabling the proposal.

attendance boundaries for Esperan- 
za High School, 600 homes were 
anticipated on the Kraemer 
property, east of Kraemer Boule- 
vard, which would have filled 
Valencia.

Rashford Conducts 
People's Campaign 


William E. Rashford, a ten-year 
resident of Placentia who is seeking 
a post on the Placentia City Council, 
has one attribute no one else can 
claim. 

He will celebrate his 35th birthday 
on election day, April 13. 

An electrical engineer with the 
Data Processing Products Division 
of Hughes Aircraft Company in 
Fullerton, and the father of four 
young children, Rashford is running 
a grass-roots campaign on his 
experience in local government on 
the city’s planning commission. 

‘‘Being on the planning commis- 
sion is like an apprenticeship for the 
city council,’’ Rashford explains, 
‘‘and I feel like I’ve been a 
successful planning commissioner. I 
believe that my planning commis- 
ssion voting record shows that I have 
been sensitive to the needs of the 
people who live in this city.”’ 

“Il am trying to run a campaign 
that goes out to reach the people. It’s 
one thing to sit in an ivory tower and 


say ‘I think the city needs this or the 
city needs that’ but when you get out 
and meet the people you find out 
what the, people’s concerns are. 

‘‘One thing I have seen as a 
recurring theme with people is the 
overcrowding of Tuffree Park and a 
need for an alternative. Tuffree is 
really the only activity park that we 
have and it is grossly overused. 

‘“‘My suggestion is to use 
Kraemer Intermediate School. | 
think there is land there that can be 
used with the cooperation of the 
school district. 

Rashford believes that the people 
of Placentia are concerned about 
cooperation between the school 
district and the city, especially in the 
areas of advanced planning. ‘‘The 
city should make every effort to 
notify the school district as far in 


advance as possible when develop- 
ment will be taking place in certain 


areas.” 

Rashford finds people also 
concerned about burglaries, auto 
theft and  drugs...the crime 
increase. He believes this is 
attributable in part.to a transient 
population segment. 

On financing: ‘‘I am financially 
conservative, but you have to be 
sensitive to the needs of the 
community. For example, the city 
will have to spend money to alleviate 
the problem at Tuffree Park and to 
give the people the services they 
want.”’ 

Bradford House: ‘‘It would be 
nice to save the Bradford House but 
I’m concerned about spending tax 
dollars. I believe that the Bradford 
House ballot proposition is unfair 
because it does not give the voter 
any cost limit. Someone who would 
be willing to spend a small amount

However, the fight ensued later 
with a second Short son as the 
victim. The first son, who was in the 
area, the:1 came to the assistance of 
his brother. A number of students 
were involved in the fight. The 
altercation was in the vicinity of the 
school’s band room and_ the 
emergency alarm refused to work, 
Short reports. 

One weapon involved was a 
dowell (ball bat) or similar 
instrument and one of the Short sons 
received a gash on his_ head. 
Paramedics were called to the 
School after teachers arrived at the 
scene of the fight. 

The Placentia police report shows 
that several students were out into 
the street by the time police cars 
arrived and two cars from the 
Valencia campus then took off with 
police giving  imstructions to 
apprehend them. 


One car was later stopied but no 
weapons were found inside. A 
second car, with adults from a local 
service organization parked in back 
of the police cars and an adult from 


this car gave suggestions to the 
occupants of the car stopped by the 
police. 

One adult witness on the campus 
said she saw students with chains 
and base ball bats but later said 
these students were leaving the 
campus and were not in the 
altercation. No weapons other than 
the dowell, were found at the scene 
or later.

they want to play baw. They aren't 
interested in climbing the monkey 
bars. 

‘| think we need to develop that 
aspect of it, rather than a full park as 
we have been doing over the years. 
We don't have nearly enough, with 
everyone trying to practice at the 
same time.’’ 

Whitmore advocates that school 
properties should be used, such as 
the ground at Morse Avenue 
Elementary School, which is near his 
home. 

The local attorney also scores the 
lack of employment opportunities in 
the city. ‘‘The council needs to 
actively assist the Chamber of 
Commerce in developing new 
business to provide additional 
employment opportunities to all 
segments of our population, to 
senior citizens, retirees, to part time 
and full time employment for our 
working age people and part time 
jobs for our students who are now 
having to go to _ neighboring 
communities for after school jobs,”’ 
he advises. 

“It broadens our tax base by 
enabling people to spend their tax 
money in Placentia.” 

Whitmore continues: ‘“‘I get 
concerned when I see a statement 
that our tax rate has been lowered 
over the past few years from $1.43 to 
$1.22 for $100 assessed valuation 
and yet the actual taxes collected 
according to our budget, has 
amounted to almost a $2 million 
increase in the same period. 

‘It has gone from slightly over $3 
million in 1972-74 to slightly in 
excess of $5 million in 1975-76, 
which is a 68 per cent increase. 

‘The thing that scares me is that 
projecting this on the same basis of a 
68 per cent increase each two years, 
we're looking at a budget in excess 
of $10 million in 1980 and the 
staggering figures in excess of $20 
million in 1984." 

‘‘The increase we've had in the 
last two years has increased our per 
capita tax from approximately $1 per 
citizen to $1.68."’ 

‘To me that is frightening. The 
power to tax is the power to destroy. 
The unfettered increase can lead to 
destruction sooner than you realize. 
Although it says here that the same 
thing can’t happen that happened in 
New York, if the trend continues, we 
will be a little New York.”’ 

On the utility tax: ‘‘] am in favor of 
abolishing the utility tax. I am 
unalterably opposed to it. 1 am uot in 
favor of using it for the general fund 
because then you budget it. 

‘‘The utility tax was implemented 
as a temporary tax. I have yet in my 
adult life to see a temporary tax. | 
don’t think we should © start 
depending on it and disguising it on 
the premise that we are not 
increasing our tax rate. It’s an 
indirect tax, an almost hidden tax 
that enables the government to 
continue squandering our money. 

‘I believe we can maintain our tax 
rate and keep it in control. I think we 
can lower our taxes by more 
efficiently utilizing our capital 


equipment and by sharing with 
neighboring cities on an exchange 
basis and perhaps looking to the 
private sector on a bid basis. 

‘If it is cheaper to do it outside, 
then let's do it that way. I believe 
that government should do as little 
as it has to do and only those things 
that can't be done within the private 
sector. 

‘‘That follows my basic philoso- 
phy that ‘The government governs 
best which governs least’.”’ 

Whitmore continues: ‘‘We need 
10 eliminate and avoid in the future 
any duplication of efforts by 
terminating those city departments 
that are overlapping county, state 
and federal programs. 

‘Tl believe in the local city 
government assisting people to 
improve their lot through the private 
sector, to enable them to understand 
and become useful citizens by 
developing self respect, an oppor- 
tunity to find jobs and a desire to do 
better for their children and their 
loved one.”’ 

On the Chino Hills Airport: 
‘Taking the view of the majority, I 
am opposed to the Chino Hills 
Airport for logical reasons. It would 
be tremendously expensive to start 
an airport; the proximity of the 
Ontario International Airport seems 
to obviate the need and the Ontario 
Airport can be expanded more 
economically and more quickly to 
accommodate the needs of North 
Orange County than a new one that 
would take between five and six 
years to Start. 

‘‘With the freeway system, it is 
only a matter of about a half an hour 
from North Orange County to the 
Ontario Airport.”’ 

On the Bradford House: ‘‘I don’t 
want to see taxpayer funds used for 
the Bradford House.”’ 

On the older sections of Placentia 
around Santa Fe Street: ‘‘I believe 
the southern part of the city can be 
developed into a tourist attraction 
like many around the United States. 
It could and should be developed 
and by the private sector. Admission 
could be charged to view it just as it 
is at other interesting attractions.”’ 

On the Chapman widening: ‘‘The 
parties involved had the right to rely 
on the agreements made and the 
general plan. In essence the current 
widening is a breach of contract.”’ 

City Council expenses: ‘‘] am not 
~opposed to the city council bein 
reimbursed for out 
expenses, but | 
opposed to them buying fancy 
lunches, luxurious hotel suites and 
lavish entertainment at city 


expense. 


‘I’m conservative,’’ the local 
attorney concludes. ‘‘I will guard the 
people’s money like my own. I will 
not consider a seat on the city council 
as a blank check on the people’s 
funds.”’ 

‘‘Much of the inflation has been 
caused by the inefficiency and 
overspending of government. And 
of course, it mushrooms then into 
affecting all other sectors of our 
economy, both public and private.”’

By the 
time they decided to buy it, the 
zoning had been changed to 
commercial and therefore the prices 
were higher. After trying to park at 
the Civic Center I can see a possible 
use for it because all the parking teft 
is around at the back of the library 
with a long walk.” 

On density: ‘‘I’m satisfied with

On city council expense accounts: 
“I do not believe that city 
councilmen should be making 
money from city reimbursements.

Rededication of the re- 
stored Yorba Cemetery, the 
oldest private cemetery in 
Orange County, and prob- 
ably the state, was held 
Friday in Yorba Linda. 

Located in the newly 
constructed Woodgate 
Park, the cemetery was 
initially deeded to the 
Bishop of the Catholic 
Church in 1858 by Don 
Bernardo Yorba. The Yorba 
family came to this area 


before the Revolutionary 
War and marked their 
Bicentennial seven years 
ago.

officials from the area, were 
on hand for the dedication 
at the site, located north of 
Esperanza Road, east of 
Fairlynn Boulevard in 
unincorporated area, be- 
tween Yorba Linda and 
Anaheim.
